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Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Species IX, FIGs. 19-20 of claims 34-57 and 74-88 
in the reply filed on 1 1/04/2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that (1) all 
groups of claims are properly presented in the same application; (2) undue diverse searching 
should not be required. This is not found persuasive because undue diverse searching would be 
required that would cause serious burden of examination of the independent species, since at 
least twenty different admitted species or embodiments are set forth by the Applicant on pages 
36-41 in the Brief Description of the Drawings describing the fifty one different figures, which 
are also based on 267 pages on the specification, as well as the fix different Japanese priority 
papers. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Quayle Action 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 
The existence of claims 74-88 belong to Species of Figs. 35, 1, 36, 15, 16 which are not 

belong to the species IX of FIGs. 19-20. For claims 74-88, the concepts of "control command 
communication" (FIG. 35), "image transfer means" (FIG. 35), "standard image sensing mode" 
(FIG, 1), "lens layout control" (FIG. 36), etc. are belonging to different figures and not FIGs. 19- 
20. The Applicant has to cancels the claims 74-88 in order for the Examiner to allow the case. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. .1 1, 453 O.G. 213.
